Hello Guido. 


I currently own both R-390 and R-390A, and my experience is similar to yours; I 
much prefer to use the R-390. Operator fatigue is a much more significant factor 
on the 390A, probably due to ringing of the mechanical filters. Further, for the 
same reason, I find the R-390 to be a Superior RTTY receiver; I think the 
ringing contributes to the higher error rate when used with an audio based 
demod. 


However, the R-390A gets the nod under heavy QRM conditions, especially on Cw; 
the 390 can't hope to slice thru the crud like those mechanical filters do. 


On AM reception, there's just no contest; the R-390 wins, hands down. 


My experience is based on ownership of three R-390As and two R-390s over the 


last 20 years. 


BTW... The R-389 (VLF version of the R-390... same 455 KHz IF strip, so no 

filters) is, wthout a doubt, the best AM BCB DXing rig I've ever encountered, 

but only up to 1500 KHz (the high end of the tuning range). Audio sounds good, 
front end noise figure and intermod characteristics are VERY good (better than 
both R-390 and R-390A), more than adequate selectivity.

After conducting a poll on this group sometime last year, there seems to be 
something over 35 of the 390's owned by this group. Shame on the rest of you 
folks! With Fair having them for just under $200, how can you go wrong. 

When properly aligned, the non mechanical 6 stages of IF amplification does 
a very nice job. Besides, isn't there something macho about 32 tubes in a 
receiver? Sorry for the non relevant..... 


Anyway, to those who have reservations about the 390 and its hot power 
supply, I would suggest that the very hot 6082's in the PS can be tamed by 
putting a 3" 220v muffin fan running on 120v mounted just behind the front 
panel blowing on the tubes gives an almost noiseless solution. I 
appreciate the implication of the "mod" to an outstanding receiver but 
reading the engineering study that created the lower cost R390A, the Signal 
Corps quickly realized that they had created a problem with the 390 and 
this sophisticated source of B+. So if you leave your 390 on the year round 
like I do, it would seem that this is a small reverseable price to pay for 
longevity of the receiver. 


In regard to the CW vs SWL/ BC use, wouldn't using the crystal filters in 
the .1 and 1 kc position of either receiver make them theoretically the same 
bandpass for CW and its desired narrow bandpass? Admittedly, for SSB I 
would tend to think the steeper skirts of the 390A would be give better 
selectivity, but then,neither receiver was initially designed for SSB, just 
AM and FSK.. Until the R1051 series came along in the mid 60's, the R390A 
and the R390 performed quite well copying the 16 channel fleet broadcast of 
the Navy. Of course the ear of the Radioman was quite important on the 
390's when tuning the approximate 1.5kc offset so the tones generated 
readable copy instead of gibberish after going through the crypto gear. 


Have some fun, they're a great unhearlded secret! (but at 90 lbs also, still 
heavy iron)

Regarding the post by Tom, K9TA on the J-36 bugs: 


>The main reason I'm sending this to the BOATANCHORS list is to point out >the 
following to OTHER J-36 owners; Be advised that there are AT LEAST >TWO VERY 
DIFFERENT VERSIONS OF THE J-36 PRODUCED BY J. H. BUNNELL! 


This has been known for some time, and discussed in some detail 
on common forums used by key collectors. 


> The serial numbers on mine are approximately 150 units apart. 
I think this detail is irrelevant; see below. 


> The higher serial number is clearly a Lightning Bug / Vibroplex #6 >clone. 

> 

> The lower serial number is sort of a Blue Racer on a full sized base, >but with 
a postwar, roller / post type buffer 


<snip> 


My Bunnell s/n 2348 is exactly as described above, as are many 
others in the hands of collectors. The only exception on mine is the 
weight; mine was xmissingx the weight, so I manufactured and plated a 
standard Lightning Bug weight as a replacement. I'd like to have a 


detailed sketch of the actual weight on yours, as well as the washer and 
thumbscrew, since I can easily manufacture the first two and have 
sources for various thumbscrew types. 


It is worth noting that the Bunnell with the Blue-Racer size, 
one-piece frame is nickel-plated as is the Lionel J-36, although the 
former is shiny nickel and the latter is quite dull. Vibroplex used 
both nickel and chrome on various J-36s, depending on the order number. 
Chrome tended to show up on the later orders (1942-43). 


> I am wondering if anyone else out there has any other oddball J. H. >Bunnell & 
Co. J-36 variants. I'm beginning to think that Bunnell was >sort of winging it for 
awhile, assembling keys out of ANY stray parts >they had lying around. 


That's a good guess and probably close to the truth. I suspect 
that they were probably using two suppliers to supply the various parts, 
and which bug got built at any given time depended on which parts were 
available in sufficient quantity to fill the production run. That 
aspect of manufacturing hasn't changed; companies still do that. In 
fact, Vibroplex was assembling Blue Racers during the 1940s using x*AT 
LEASTx two different frames and three different U-dampers, all of which 
were probably provided by different suppliers. Several different 
combinations in 1942-45 BRs have already been identified by collectors; 
see the last two issues of "The Vail Correspondent" for articles on this 
phenomenon. 


> PPS- The Vibroplex has a countersunk hole in the base for attachment to >a 
tabletop. 


Again, it depends on the order number. Many Vibroplex J-36s x*DO 
NOTx have these holes, so they merely represent a variant in the way the 
bug bases were built at any given time. 


It is worth remembering that there are usually few "absolutes" in 
the manufacturing game; things are sometimes done on a whim or merely 
for convenience that day, that week, or that month, and do not represent 
some "significant design change." In fact, we should learn to xEXPECTx* 
such variants; the BR frame & damper issue is typical, as is the 
circuit-closer on '70s Vibroplex bugs (the hole was there, but sometimes 
just filled with a chrome screw).

It's a noise jammer, William. Code named Carpet III, designed by Radio 
Research Lab in about 1943. Covers 475-585MHz, with about 20 watts 
output. Originally targeted at the German Wurzburg flak and searchlight 
fire control radar, developed when the 5W output APQ-2 started losing 
its effectiveness. Uses a pair of 8018s in a push-pull power oscillator 
circuit. I have not yet been able to discover why some most of the 
jammers were nomenclatured AN/APT-x and a few were labeled as APQ-x 
(APQ-2, -9, -14, -15, -20, and -21). Most of the APQ equipments were 
straight radar units of some kind or another. (If anyone finds an 


APQ-15, I'd really appreciate a shout!) My APQ-9 arrived compliments of 
Ray Mote awhile back, but has not yet received the necessary changes to 
run AM on a ham band. I guess it's one of those future retirement jobs, 
like the 150W 2 meter CW magnetron rig (APT-4) I've been trying to get 
time to restore. Sigh...someday...

Bunnell, 2348, 6001-Phila-43, 8-4-42, orange stamp illegible 

With this information on as many J-36s as possible, I hope to be 
able to correlate serial number sequences with order numbers to 
ascertain approximately when different groups of J-36s were 
manufactured. Legible orange underside stamps *might*x prove useful in 


helping identify the approximate vintage of other J-36s with missing 
nametags. 


After I get the database going full swing and reach some 
conclusions, I'll publish 'em right here; it will probably consist of 
approximate serial number range to order number correlations.

Hi gang, 


I sent to the list two messages about my recently acquired TV7-C/U tester 
and, surprisingly, I got no answers (well, really I got one message about 
where I had found my unit). I wonder if all TV7 users are now in holyday 

time ;-), there are no TV7 users in the BA list gang, or, as my questions 
were too obvious, everybody thought I should get help from another person 


:-) 
Here is a resume of the messages I sent: 


(first message) 


I've just received a nice TV-7C/U tube tester. It was made in Canada by 
Stark Electronics Instruments Ltd. (S/N 340) and has two inspection tags 
from Canadian Marconi Co. in the case, saying that it was overhaul-repaired 
by them and calibrated in 2 January 1973. The meter has also the Stark 
brand on it. The cosmetics are very good and the case has been repainted 
(probably in 1973!) very well. 


One good thing is that the tester arrived with some extra adapters: 
(description of adapters snipped) 


Main question about the tester is the manuals; it has TWO complete sets of 
the setup data (TB 11-6625-274-12/1), dated 17 January 1962. There is also 


a loose sheet (TO 33AA21-5-31C), dated 15 January 1965, which is a 
supplement for the January 1962 book, but it is missing one corner (upper 
right), so in the rear part there are some tube numbers missing (can you 
tell me them?). 


I have also a supplement titled 'TB 11-6625-274-12/1 Changes No.1', dated 
31 May 1962, which is 6 pages long. There is also an incomplete document 
(only pages 5-6, 35-42, which is the last page) which appears to be an 
older tube data set, as it is made of hard paper and has less pages (42) 
than the other complete book (85????). 


I wonder if somebody would like to swap one of my January 1967 data sheets 
set for another more recent (mine are originals, but a good copy of an 
updated manual would be welcomed also). It would be a plus if you could 
include a collection of the supplements published. Of course, any 
difference in sheets number would be gladly paid. 


Another manual I would like to find is the Depot Service and Maintenance 
Manual, as I want to check the calibration and, anyway, have it as a 
reference. 


(second message) 


I've been looking at one known problem in my TV7-C/U, the filament voltage. 
The seller told me that he ‘needed to put it manually, with the help of a 
voltmeter, in order to get accurate results'. Well, I've checked the 
voltage and, as a sample, in the 6.3V position, I get about 5.3V. The same 
happens in all filament positions. So I've opened the tester (nice work, 
BTW!) and gladly found it has a plastified schematics copy inside. I've 
measured the voltage at the transformer primary and, between points 1 and 
2, I have only 74VAC when the LINE ADJUST is in the meter center (and this 
Winding is rated at 130WV, 94V). So I suspected about the LINE measuring 
circuit... Looking into it, it has, among other components, two 1K/5% 
resistors, which go to a dual diode component and then to the meter. Well, 
one of them measures, IN CIRCUIT, about 1.3K and the other one about 3.5K 
(not too near its 5% tolerance, hi!). So I have thought about cheating the 
tester by adjusting the LINE ADJUST so the filament outputs are right, to 
be sure the meter circuit is wrong. But, when I approximate that point, the 
LINE FUSE lights clearly. I have mesaured the current drawn by the tester 
at about 330mA when it says is right and about 600mA when I say it is right 
(correct filament voltages). So the questions are: when the tester is 
operating right, does the LINE FUSE bulb light?. And which current does the 
tester drawn when it is without any tube connected?.

On mans humble opinion: 


The only proper method to "reform" old caps is to replace them with new 
ones ! Sets that have chasis mounted elctrolytics get little" jap caps" 
like nichicons installed under the chasis.. no change in cosmetics, but a 
world of differnece in reliability, and safety. 


The "repair" concept for radios over 40 years old is bogus. Junk all the 
electrolytics and paper caps, and don't risk your power transformers ! Or 
waste time trouble shooting multiple problems. 


Yes , I know, we have all gotten away with it... but if you measured the 
leakage of these pigs and the operating temp of your transformers you 
would change your mind and go the bulletproof route. 


22 uf 450v nichicon type caps are about $ 1.50 each.. and will fit in 
virtually any radio... you can " glue them to the chasis with silicone 
rubber which will peel right off anytime leaving no marks and no damage of 
any kind, if need be. 


I overhaul antique radios for a living ( Zeniths and Philcos etc) and have 


to guarantee them for 3 years.. so only the original mica caps stay in the 
radio... ( never fool with those unless there is a problem ). 


Newer radios with orange drops are a different story. those are mylar caps 
and rarely go bad. Multi-color sprague "striper" black beauties MUST GO if 
not exploded already these paper caps are notorious. 


My experience with the electrolytics from the heath PS-23's from the 60's 
and 70's is that they are almost always still good..I have never had a bad 
one...well I have one that is starting to go bad, with inrush current 


causing a big thunk on start up ... a sure sign of leaky filter caps. 
If you insist on "reforming" ..... certainly when you test any unknown 
radio.. the slow start up on the variac is the way to go. It not 


particularly kind to you filaments to run then at grossly reduced voltage.. 
but most will " work at anything from 75 to125...50 is probably a good 
enough starting -point...... I am usually only doing this a a preliminary 
smoke test.. a minute or so at 5--75 then 90 for a few minutes then 110.. 
no smoke is good...obvious problems at low voltage..shut it down ! 


I don't really beleive in the reformation theory...and fail to see how 
saving a few dollars worth of caps justifies risking an original 
transformer. Oh, resist the temptaion to re-engineer the power supply by 
increasing cap values ! 


One mans opinion...but the radios I send out play everyday in home 
eenvironments and don't come back. so I guess it works. 


Maybe a bit better than the original RETMA 90 day guarantee.. but we have 
better stuff to work with than wax and tinfoil !

Folks, 


The discussion here has apparently been focussed on reforming installed 
electrolytics. My chief concern is reforming the NOS ones I have had for a 
couple of decades. Some of the NIB twist-loks wouldn't reform and hit the 
trash; some of the least likely looking ones did. 


I agree with Larry that for his purposes he should replace all. For my 
purposes, which are to restore radios for my own use, I will keep some 
existing electrolytics but NO paper caps. 


I recomment fusing ALL radios with power transformers, particularly if they 
use heater-cathode rectifiers like 6X4, 6X5, 5Z4, 5V4, 5AR4, 84...as these 
sometimes develop plate-cathode shorts. Changing transformers is a pain in 
the axx.

Is anyone familiar with what Hammarlund calls a "bifilar bridge slot" 
circuit, as used on the HQ-170? 

Looking at the circuit, it is hard for me to see how it could have the 
desired response. The Q of the parallel tuned circuit looks to be only 
about 10, which for sure will not give a deep, narrow notch as shown in 
the manual. 


I seem to have missed the point on this circuit. This is evidently one 
of those clever hollow state designs for which the whole is greater than 
the sum of its parts!

I don't know the specifics of this set, but it may well be that there 
was meant to be some sort of feedback around the tuned circuit. In BA 
mode we might think of it as a Q multiplier. 


Placing notch filters in feedback loops to sharpen them is a well known 
technique in analog electronics and the advent of opamps made it quite 
easy to do in the audio spectrum. I think the famous select-o-ject was 
something of this sort using tubes. I haven't got my reference to hand 
but I think it used feedback around a parallel-T network.

Hi gang, 


Thanks to a couple of listmembers I have discovered that the R390A 
squelch was an "extra" based on the R390 squelch. I even found the 
circuit of the R390 in the mil list on the net. There is no mention of 
the squelch in the R390A manual I have although the wiring loom had a 
couple of wires in it intended for the circuit - it was rather clumsily 
retrofitted to my receiver's AF deck. 


There are some differences: The R390A squelch uses a 6C4 whereas the 
R390 uses half of a 12AU7. The squelch is controlled by the diode load 
voltage in both receivers. The cathode resistor of the tube determines 
the signal level that triggers the squelch. In the R390 circuit it is 
1200 ohms. My R390A had a 2000 ohm resistor and the squelch was a bit 
too sensitive. Increasing it to 2200 helped quite a lot. 


My question is this: Does anyone have the original squelch data for the 
R390A? If so, what value of cathode resistor is shown for the 6C4?
